ROMAN .RUINS ' I N 
ENGLAND. 


Excavation* Have Brought to U^ht -a 


Ruined City. 


. Through systematic excavation ex- 
tending over many years the-100 acres 
inclosed within the . .walls of the an- 
cient 'Romano-British city of Silchester 
have yielded a large crop of objects of 
great antiquarian' value, which form 
quite an imposing collection in the 
Reading museum. The. division of the 
areas for exploration each year takes 
the lines of the ancient streets, as indi- 
cated by the difference in the 'color 
of the crops which are cultivated on 
the spot, and already a little over half 
the site has been dug out, relieved of 
its treasures and restored to., cultiva- 
tion after the foundations of the..an- 
cient buildings have been" carefully- 
planned and photographed. The re- 
sults of last year's explorations are 
now on exhibition for a few days in 
the apartments of the Society of Anti- 
quarians at Burlington house. 
The 


evidence they afford confirms the view- 
already accepted-that the site.was'oc- 
cupied by a civil population and not. 
by military. In addition «to '. minor 
buildings a large, well-planned house 
.of early date, several fine hypocausts 
and a workshop have been..unearthed, 
as well as a number of wells -and pits, 
one of the latter having a double row 
of wooden stakes driven into the bot- 
tom', probably for the impaling of wild 
animals. 
The remains of an earlier 


house, were found beneath the large 
one, with a rare mosaic pavement suf- 
ficiently intact to permit of huge slabs 
being placed together and. placed on 
exhibition. It. was contrary to ancient 
government that human bones should 
be interred within the-walls of'a city, 
but evidently the modern evader of by- 
laws and regulations had his prototype 
in remote days, since in a secret, out- 
of-the-way corner,' some feet below the 
surface, has been found a- jar full of 
calcined human bones. For the $2',500 
already spent upon them the excava- 
tions have, giv.en ample results; and it 
is hoped that.the..$15,550 still required 
by the exploration fund'will be forth- 
coming in order that the work may 
be satisfactorily completed.—London

proximately to reach.' The liquicl'was 
exhibited in a state of gentle ebullition 
in a vacuum tube immersed in liquid 
air, the latter serving to impede the ac- 
cess .of, heat, the hydrogen ie a trans- 
parent liquid, and besides' oeing the 
coldest-, is also the' lightest liquid 
known.

Oyster Is Unhealthy. 


Some hold that fine 'pearls are the 


result of a disease in the oyster, and 
others that they are caused 'by 
the 


shellfish coating intrusive bodies, such 
as grains of sand, insects, and even 
small'fishes, with nacre, so as to make 
them agreeable to its soft flesh. Ac- 
cording to a paper of M. Leori Diguet, 
presented to the Academic des Sci- 
ences, Paris, -recently, there is 'a dis- 
tinction between., fine pearls and in- 
trusive;.bodies coated.with nacre, which 
renders both views more or less right. 
It is, true that fqreign .bodies entering 
the shell, and probably irritating . the 
.mollusc, are coated, /with nacre, and 
sold as pearls, often of. peculiar and. 
fanciful shape. 
They occur between 


the "mantle" and the shell, . b u t . are 
usually,.if not always,, attached to the 
shell by a neck of the pearly matter. 
These "pearls of nacre," as M. Diguet 
calls t.hem, have not the fine,irides- 
cence of .the true "Orient'/ pearl, but 
only'that of the shell or 
mother-of- 


pearl. They are the result of an acci- 
dental intrusion. 
On .the other.' hand, 


the true spherical.pearl of Orient luster 
is formed in any part of the shellfish 
except the mantle and has no. connec- 
tion >with the shell itself. 
It. is 
a 


pathological classification of "stone," 
and seems to 'arise, from parasites. It 
begins in a small sac of humor which 
becomes gelatinous and classifies in a 
series of concentric layers. 
A pearl 


thus formed is composed.of crystalline 
matter and a . substance 
resembling^ 


'corichioline'in alternate layers. At its 
heart is a'cavity holding organic mat- 
ter and calcareous crystals; with re- 
mains of organized creatures,, presum- 
ably the parasites ivliicn have provoked 
the malady in til? shellfish. In course 
of time the sac 1.1 which the pearl is 
mad'e becomes thtn, and r.he mollusc, 
breaking it easily. ca;i eject the pearl.
